JAMES MADISON 



S DIPLOMA. 

Gpleadid Record of Future President's 
BcboUrthip. 

A vnhmble fgllc came to light in 
thl transfer of the treasures of the 
congressional librnrv to its beautiful 
Oi n building. Far" down in the 
chaotic ninss of rngrnvin^s, maps, old 
papers and various production! 
of the hrnins and pencils of long ago, 
was found a picco of parchment, y< I- 
low with age, winch i vt rv Aim rienri 
will he interested to rend about, and 
i wi v ion of Princeton anxioua to ice. 
It is n historic document — the college 
diploma oiJame* M disi n, the fourth 
president of the United States. 

In spite oliti great age — 120 years 
— this memento of pre : rovolutionary 
time: is ns perfect as it was on the ?th 
day of October, 1771, when it was 
proudly received bv the young patriot 
from The hands of tile famous Dr. 
Witherspodtr, then preiidem of the 
college of New Jertt v soon to be a 
the declaration of iode- 
-of whom John Adams

as any iimn in America." 

Kvery letter of the quaint Latin 
in which the diploma was engraved 
stands out on the old parchment as 
clearly ns the noted deeds of its sign- 
ers upon the war records of their conn, 
try. Dark clouds were gathering 
around their heads. "The crash of 
resounding arms" was soon to be 
brought to the ears of tutors and 
students whose names make dear to 
us the annals of tiie revolution. 

James Madison was already deeply 
moved by the controversies between 
the colonics and the mother country, 
fn the patriotic excitement cf the 
time "The American Whig Society" 
was formed in Nassau hall, and Madi- 
son, at the age of 18, was one of ite 
principal founders. With other 
students, dressed in black, he burned 
while the college bell tolled, a letter 
from the merchants of New York to 
the merchants cf Philadelphia an- 
nouncing the bi caking of an agree- 
ment not to import English goods. 

Tn his zeal to win his diploma the 
youthful patriot nearly ruined his 
health. He entered in 17C8 the Col- 
lege of New Jersey — the name Prince- 
ton, bears in its charter of 174b' — and 
by allowing himself for a long period 
only three hours' sleep out of the 24, 
completed the course in three years. 
Dr. Witherspoon remarked to JetTer- 
son of his laborious student that he 
never knew him to do or say an in- 
decent thing. Young Madison was 
one of the best orators in the college. 
He was so broken down by overstudy 
that the programme for "Commence- 
ment day, September 25, 1771," ends 
with this line: 

"Mr. James Madison was excused 
from taking part in the exercises." 

The future president stood very 
high in his studies. The bit of parch- 
ment which he so gallantly won and 
which has just come to light, reads, 
freely translated, ns follows: 
President and Curators 
Of tie Collage of New Jersey, to all and 
everyone who may read these letters. 

GREETING JN TIIE LORD. 
Be It known that It pleasea us with di- 
ploma, by regal authority committed, to 
adorn JAMES MADISON, competing- can- 
didate In t'he first degree of arts, approved 
by previous examinations, with the title 
and degree of bachelor of the liberal am, 
of which the seal of the College of New 
Jersey affixed to this parchment and our 
names subscribed bear witness. 

Dated Nassau Hall, 7th day of October, 
Year of Our EorU 1771. 

The signers aie President Joannes 
Witherspoon, Curators Qulielmus 
Franklin, Richard Stockton, George- 
Bryan, Gulielmus P. Smith, Joan- 
.Itodgcrs, Gulielmus Livingston, 
Jacobus Caldwell and Jeremiah Ilal- 
sey. 

Gulielmus, or William, Franklin, 
was the son of rare Ben Franklin, and 
all the others were more or less fa- 
mous. 

Suspended from the diploma by a 
foot of green ribbon, only slightly 
id, is the great round seal of the 
>ge, impressed on a paper star. 
} was made by placing two square 
pieces of paper together, the ribbon 
ing between them. The seal was 
then sewn to the ribbon by silk thread, 
which is still white, strong and glowy* 
There is a fain 1 1 ra< e of red on t he rim 
:>f the seal; the ii.k has faded out; the 
letters and design are perfectly dis- 
tinct after more lhari a century e nd a 
quarter. 

There were only 12 graduates in 
Madison's class, but several attained 
eminence. 

Madison's great talent, lofty pat- 
riotism, thorough icholarship and in- 
tense zeal to serve his c untry im- 
pelled him forward to tl Uu trii tu 

place he tilled BO BCOeptl lily for two 

terms. He retired to prh ' fa in 
18] r, and died in 1836, aged 8.". 

The ancient diploma, so fortunate- 
ly restored to view, will be carefully 
proiervci as an incentive to youth, a 
reminder of a noble man. and an heir- 
loom from a president whose memory
